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September Shows A Betterment Of 
Nearly Three Million Dollars

Ottawa, Oct. 5—The statement of re- 
venué and expenditure of the Dominian 
for the first quarter of the fiscal year 
ending with September showsfa revenue 
of $21,090,475 an increase of $2,901:002 
over the same time last year. The 
expenditure was $10,001,295, an increase 
of about $200,000, so there was a bet- 
terment of nearly two millions and 
three Quarters. The capital expendi- 
ture was $1,883,707, a decreage of $339.- 
579, which makes a betterment over 
all expenditures of over three millions 
for the month of September. There 
was ar increase of over a million in 
the revenue and a decrease of over a 
million in the expenditures.

Queen’s election case was 
the Supreme court today and judg- 
ment was reserved. During the hearing 
the judge expressed an opinion entire- 
ly adverse to the contention that a 
payment made shortly after the elec- 
tion of 1900 could be used as evidence 
of a corrupt action in the election of 
1904. The court adjourned unt: son- 
day. Should the appeal be dismissed it 
will enable the writ to be issued with- 
out delay and the finance minister will 
be able to be in-his seat to look after 
the tariff revision when parliament as- 
sembles. There is not likely to be any 
contest in the riding if the local Con- 
servatives have anything to say about 
it. 

It is said the Dominion Goverament 
has under consideration the question 
of voting next session of Parliament 
grants towards technical education in 
the Dominion. There are certain insti- 
tutions in the country to which this 
feature might be added. The provinces 
have not the necessary funds to do

I expressed in a short stcry 
my ideas regarding the Indians, and 
regarding the effect cn them of our 
treatment of them, but Ihave not yet 
found a publisher who would print my 
sentiments. I have no hesitation ‘in 
saying that the race is never benefited 
by its contact with the white races 
and that the harm from the contact is 
all on the one side. 

“I would also like to call attention 
again to the great need of increased 
hotel accommodation in a very large 
part of the western country. It is de- 
plorable that proper accommodation 
has not been furnished the hundreis of 
travélers who are inspecting the lands 
of the great Northwest, and who are 
spending their money in the country 
with a view to its development. There 
are thousands of prospective land. buy- 
érs in the west who are willing to in- 
vest their money in the country and 
who are doing so and who have met 
in their work with much hardship 
which might have been prevented. One 
of the great needs of the west at the 
presen? time is a system of good 
hotels.”

‘The Frank Paper, under the cap- 
tion, “‘A Brutal. Bucking Contest,’ 
makes the folowing timely remarks. 
regarding so-called “‘bucking’”’ exhib- 
tions: 

“The matinee given by the Pass Turf 
association at Blairmore last week fur- 
nished atriking evidence of the neces- 
sity of the organization of a society for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals. 
We refer to the so-called bucking con- 
test in which three horses were crueliy 
punished to make them do something 
mean which they had no inclination to 
do. Not one of the three horses want- 
ed to be bad and each had to be spur- 
zed shamefully to make it do a little 
pitching. It is safe to say that not one 
person who witnessed the alleged con- 
test derived any pleasure from it, and 
certainly every person present who has 
any love for a horse at all was thor- 
oughly disgusted. The fact is that’ the 
day of the bucking contest is passing 
and is pretty nearly passed altogether. 
it was well enough in the days when 
horses roamed the range and were not 
domesticated as they are now, to have 
bueking contests,, ag in those times 
there were many animals that were na- 
turally bad and which bucked without 
being mede to and because they want- 
ed to, because they were inn&tely bad. 
They didn’t have to be spurred to 
make them pitch and the contest which 
was to determine who was the best 
rider had interest and excitement for 
the spectator.’’

THE STREET RAILWAY SiTUAT- 


: ION 
Mayor May did well to ask the com- 
missioners and the city engineer to 


prepare estimates of the cost of a 
street railway system, With such esti- 
mates before them the council will be 
able to consider the proposal of the | 
Radia! Railway company in its proper 
light by considering whether the city 
ie in a position to finance a municipal 
system and if so whether the invest- 
mient appears justifiable. 

_It should be borne in mind that of- 
#érg from private companies to build 
street railway systems in the city are 
not original but alternative proposals. 
A municipally owned and _ operated 
éystetn is the original proposal, has | 
Keen ih the minds of the citizens for 
years and miust always be understood 
ab being before the house. Proposals to 
build systems by any other means 
are alternatives only to this under- 
stood proposition, and should be enter- 
tained only when it is showr that the 
sriginal proposal is impossible or that 


i 


the standpoint of the city. 

That a system in private hands 
would under any reasonably — normal 
circumstances be preferable to a muni- 
cipal system may be coasidered dis- 
proves by both history and the loge 
of finance. The council is safe in throw- 
ing this question overboard therefore 
and narrowing its inquiry down to the 
problem of whether or not the city can 
finance the enterprise. If so, all nego- 
tiations with private companies should 
be respectfully declined; if not, it 
should still be remembered that what 
may not be possible today will assured- 
ly be possible tomorrow and that ‘‘do- 
ing without something” temporarily is 
frequently the best kindof economy. 
To the railway promoters this will look 
like a game of ‘‘Heads I win, tails you 
loose.‘ So be it. 

Assuming, what can scarcely be 
doubted, that the city can finance the 
enterprise, the estimates — will serve | 
the further purpose of enabling the 
council to judge whether or not the 
time has come when a street railway 
system would be a good investment. 
This is really the kernel of the whole 
question for a system which was not 
found a good investment could render 
a satisfactory service under neither 
municipal nor private ownership. That 
the company, presumably after careful 
consideration, believe it a good invest- 
ment on the basis of thirty years’ op- 
eration is a strong argument that thé 
city would find the venture profitable, 
if not in the very near, at least.in the 
not very remote, future. The company 
would undertake to make the road pay 
satisfactory returns on the investment 
in thirty years, and from the history 
of street railways, pay handsomely. 
The city in operating the system 
would be bound by no time expiring 
franchise. If the company could make 
the venture a financial success in 
thirty years, why not the city? And 
the city would not be bound to do 50 


in thirty years for its franchise has 
no time limit. 
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ThE Western Fair and Exhibition 


The Farmers Advocate in its issue 
of September 26th, comes out with a 
timely and salutary article on the sub- 
ject of fairs, and what they do for the 
exxhibitors. The writer makes an an- 
alysis of the prize monies that are 
hung up by the directors... He observes 
that not all the money hung up is won 
or can be won, for often the lists are 
padded to inciude classes which there 
is no possibility of being exhibited. The 
aim of course, is to receive a large: 
grant from the government, a _ prac- 
tice which is highly reprehensibie and 
tends to debauch the committee and de- 
vete public money to wrong ends. “It 
is known,’”’ says the writer, “that some; 
shows use the annual grants to pay | 
for their grounds and buildings instead 
of distributing the money amon¥ the | 
farming community.” 

Figures are submitted which show 
the monies actually paid by the various 
western fairs and the relative stand- 
ing of each. Winnipeg takes first rank 
and Edmonton is graded fifth and Cal- 
gary seventh. Reginais the lowe3t. 
This clagsification is significant in that 
it shows the two provinces of Albe:ta 
and Saskatchewan at the bottom. One 
would not have been surprised to find 
the British Columbia fair at the bot- 
tom, as it is never claimed agriculture 
the western fairs continued 
is a leading industry of the Pacific pro- 
vince. The comparison brings out the 
need of fostering only good shows, and 
only in such places with support nec- 
essary to make them successful. 

All the fairs get grants from their 
respective governments and from. the 
various breed societies, the latter 
societies giving grants on the under- 
standing that an equal amount be set 
aside in prizes for the particular breei 
nection that makes the grant. These 

grants are generally supplemented by 
their respective towns and adjacent 
municipalities. Winnipeg and Regina, 
it is seserted, are the only fairs that 
return in prizes equal amounts to those 
granted by the breed societies, and if 
those who violate this agreement 10s¢ 
their government grants, they have on- 
ly themselves to blame. 

The prize list reveals sorne incongru- 
ities, namely, that Edmonton’ gives 
more for grade Jerseys than for pure 
bréds, and given money for grade bulis 
€qual in amount to that given for pure 
bred Jersey bulls. It is claimed the 
Holstein men have a grievance, the 
prize list being inadequate in this val- 
uable dairy breed, and the prizes for 
‘bacon pure breds is not uniform. The 
bringing out of a good exhibit depends 
as much on the equitable arrangement 
of the money hung up, as the amount, 
or the qualifications of the judges em- 
ployed. 

In conclusion, the writer observes 
that there arm certain fie'ds in which 
it is folly for the smaller fairs to com- 
pete with the big ones, especially in 
the matter of ‘‘attractions,’’’ and 
that ‘‘Edmonton promises to have the 
big fair of the prairie country outside 
of Winnipeg, if present indications and 
a liberal prize list are any evidence 
of the trend of thought of the direc- 
tors.”’

He point- 
ed out three imperialistic actions, 
establishment of the military col- 
lege at Kingston, where Perey Gir 
ouard, the man who built the rail- 
ways in the Soudan and South 
Africa, had been educated, the es- 
tablishment of the British prefer- 
the sending of the contingents to 
Africa. 

He characterized the ten years of 
Liberal rule as ten years of prosper- 
ity, during which Canada had 
forged to the forefront among the 
nations of the world, and had es- 
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gents to Africa. ey 

He referred briefly to the criti 
cisms levelled at the Liberal party 
at Ottawa, and predicted that 
there would be no further charges of 
dishonesty on the floor of the 
house by the Fowlers( the Fosters, 


and the Bennets. 

In conelusion he warned his 
hearers that in their heyday of 
power the Liberals must be careful 
not to forget the principles upon 
which they became great.
